Mr. Hale said he did not like to 
see the Riverside county board 
“put on the spot” by the Orange 
county request, but that in the 
interest of harmony and coopera¬ 
tion he had withdrawn opposition 
to granting of the consent. He 
then remarked that he would make 
the above mentioned recommenda¬ 
tion to his board of directors. 

The Santa Ana Valley Irrigation 
company signed the same agree¬ 
ment and urged its stockholders to 
support the last bond issue.

Official announcement of the 
war’s progress made In Rome 
reported an advance of an Eri¬ 
trean corps In the Temhlan re¬ 
gion. It continued a consider¬ 
able advance of Sunday and oc¬ 
cupied several new towns. 

Press reports to Rome said the 
Fascist scouting and bombing op¬ 
erations have spread well into the 
strategic Harar and Jijiga re¬ 
gions. some of the planes passing 
over Diredawa on the Addis 
Ababa-Djibouti railway.

D istrict attorney w. f. menton thinks Mr. 

West’s request for grand jury investigation was pre¬ 
mature and unnecessary inasmuch as Mr. Menton was 
himself engaged in checking Miss Whitney’s accounts, 
when Mr. West stepped in.

“In order for me to discharge this obligation, I must 
of necessity know exactly what the facts are and not rely 
upon rumor and conjecture. When these facts are ascer¬ 
tained and it is determined what offense, if any, has been 
committed, you may rest assured it will be dealt with in 
every respect as the law demands.” 

If Mr. West had a duty, it has been discharged. The 
matter rests with Mr. Menton and the grand jury from 
here on.

TAXES AND RECOVERY 

rpHE CRUX of the petroleum industry appears to be 
taxes, according to speakers before the American Pe¬ 
troleum Institute recently held in Los Angeles. It is not 
a matter of getting enough oil; it is the problem of getting 
It to the consumer at a price he can afford to pay. 
The reasonableness of the charge for transportation fuel, 
is something that even the casual customer considers. 
And when he considers the various taxes imposed, which 
he as a consumer knows are invariably passed on to him, 
he resents the frequency and yells like an Indian, but 
still pays the charges. 

Now, if the consumer has a kick coming, let’s see 
where the producer comes in, and when you get a look 
you’ll see he has several kicks coming about pyramided 
taxation. In an address before the National Tax Asso¬ 
ciation, at Oklahoma City, Oct. 15, Frank Phillips, presi¬ 
dent of the Phillips Petroleum Company, reviewed in a 
most illuminating way, the multiplicity of taxes imposed 
•n the industry. In part he said: 

"Under appropriate circumstances the corporation, joint 
adventurer, individual or partnership, producing, refining or 
marketing oil and gas in several states, may be subjected 
by those commonwealths and their political subdivisions to 
some 100 separate and distinct forms of tax burdens. There 
are in the United States about 175,000 individual taxing 
units which are authorized, under the respective state con¬ 
stitutions and legislative enactments, to exact from those 
owning property or doing business within their respective 
jurisdiction some kind of involuntary contribution to activi¬ 
ties regarded as more or less essential to governmental ad¬ 
ministration. And even within the state of Oklahoma alone 
I find there are some 6510 counties, townships, municipal¬ 
ities, and school districts authorized to levy tax burdens of 
some character.” 

There is no doubt but that excessive taxation is a 
restraint to our economic recovery. If this country does 
not soon return to governmental frugality, one of these 
days there will be a taxpayers strike, and that may start 
something.
